San Franci.sco, Jan. 21. — With rail- 
road trulllc virtually su.spended on 
somo lines, train .schedules badly de- 
moralized on other road.s, the tolegraiJh 
and teleplione wires proHtrated and 
coinnmnicatlon only liti'iilly maintained 
and .some sections in the San Jcnuiuln 
and Sacramento vailey.s a vast inlet, 
California has In the .last twenty-four 
hours experienced one of the wor.st 
.storm.s in a i|uarter of century, cover- 
ing an area tliat extended from the 
Oregon coast to Sun Dlejio. At various 
places the rain at times reached the 
proportions of a cloudburst, and was 
accompanied by a tierce gale. 

While the downpour has ceased to- 
night, and the baromoter Is rising, the 
district forecaster's prediction Is show- 
ers for the ' entire state tonight and 
tomorrow, and the crest of the storm 
waters from the mountain streams, 
swollen to the proportions of rivers, 
will not reach the danger point in the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys 
until after midnight. Weakened by 
the previous storm, which, prevailed 
for four days, .

— The president 
tallcod cautiously on tlm Jnpaneso 
j question with some of hla visitors to- 
' day. He went so far as to. say. be 
! thought nothing pending ■ lii. .congress 
or any of the dlflorences between him- 
self and congress were of hjilf.the im- 
portance of the Japanese California n 
(|uestion. Senator Flint apd other 
Californians have told the . president, 
plainly that while they are willing to 
help him they do not place much con- 
fidence In the figures of the govern- 
nient as to the decreasing number of 
Jajianese In this country. The facts 
dispute the flgrures, they declare, and 
they add that the Japanese are taking 
posses.sion of whole towns. The presi- 
dent advised his California visitors 
that he would like to see a fair trial 
given to the promise of the Japanese 
I to decrease the number of their citi- 
i xens in this country, and if this trial 
j shows tliat there Is no decrease then 
he will no longer use his Inlluencc, 
even after he goes out of oflice, to 
prevent hostile legislation. Senator 
I Senator Fulton, of Oregon, after his 
I talk at the White House, .said that the 
feeling as to the Japanese In his state 
WHS not as acute as In California. 

"Japanese and Chinese children at- 
tend the same schools as white chil- 
dren in our .'Jtale," said the senatoi'. 

Sacramento, Cal., Jan. 21. — Governor 
Gillette repeated today that there was 
to be no legislation against the Ja- 
panese so far ;is he could see at this 
session of the legislature.

.shown on a map now awaiting ap- 
proval by the minister of railways. 
The Grand Trunlc PacKio also pro- 
poses building a connection with 
Vancouver, but has not y(:t filed plans 
of the route It is proposed to follow. 

In the me.'mtlnie the Kdmonton, 
Yukon and Pacilic route maji was held 
up for a fortnight to await the suh- 
mlaalon of any .objections which might 
be offered thereto. None have, how- 
ever, as yot been received. It starts 
from Teto Jauno Cache, on tlio south 
fork of the Fraser, at or near Y'ellow- 
head Pass, and crosses to tho north 
Thompson river, following the latter 
to Kamloops lake, opposite Kamloops. 
From this on, the road travels along 
the north side of the Thompson, cross- 
ing east of Lytton to the south side 
of . the Fraser river, which It thence 
descends to a point opposite New 
Westminster, closely skirting the river 
through Sumas, Chilliwack and River- 
side, and past Matsqui island, Croft 
Island, ■ Macmillan Island, Barn, island 
and Douglas island. . 

The crossing to ^N"ow "Westminster 
may bo made by the'present.lbrldge or 
on the company's own bridge. From 
New Westminster the line is shown as 
traveling alongside tho Vancouver, 
Westminster and Yukon tracks to the 
eastern boundary of Vancouver city. 
This will allow of Its using the>V. & 
Y. tracks, if arrangements arc mado 
for that purpose. 

Under tho- rules governing these 
matters the location of tho proposed 
new road must follow a lino not moro 
than a mile distant from the route 
doscrlbod in tho route map. Tho pre- 
sent map Is on such a small scale It 
docs not shov.' the precl.so point .at 
which tlio road will strike the east 
boundary of Vancouver. The line on 
i the hiap Is not carried into the city at 
j all, so that this is evidently a matter 
i left for "future consideration, unless 
the company is to use the V., W. & Y.

great occasions, the third session of 
tho eleventh Legislature of Brltlsli 
Columbia was formally ojiened by 
Lleutenant-Go\'ernor James Dunamulr; 

The usual •'Speech from the Throne," 
the message Intended to outline tho 
legislation that is to come before tho 
House, was very brief. It was u re- 
cital of .jiast events, with an exceed- 
ingly small mixture of prophecy. 
Reference was mado to the Fernle (ire, 
the Quebec Tercentenary, the death oC 
Sir Ileiui Joly do Lotbiniere, and the' 
success of the 'British. Columbia fruit 
exhibits at the exhibitions in Great 
Britain. Practically tho only mention 
of future legislation was In tho clauses 
regarding a bill for "the more effectual 
and equitable dlstriliutlon of water" in 
connection with tho expanding fruit- 
growing Industry, and that relating to 
the projected civil service, pension bill. 

The initial sitting of the Legislature 
was this year, as customary, almost 
purely formal, and immediately after 
*he opening ceremonies adjournment 
was taken until 2 o'clock this aftcrnooni 
The usual motions regarding the elec- 
tion of members by illegal practices, 
etc., wero adopted. Hon. Dr. Young, 
Minister of Education, presented tho 
37th annual reporc on the public 
qchools of British Columbia, prepared 
by tho superintendent of education. 
Hon. Mr. Tatlow, Minister of Finance, 
presented the 37th annual, report op 
the public accounts. The Minister .of. 
Education presented- a report on ,th'e , 
free text-book •br.ahch,',:dnd'the'..A!ttdrr:r: 
ney-General' ;''an ' ait£!to7:'.^&tne|i4,vt-t^^ 
''Magistrates' ■Aot.v T-:Tnies: debate ' tha,t.;^ 
marked the opening of the last session, ' 
was':con8prc'iro-usly • absent-^thp .Social- ' 
1st leader also. ' ' 

An interesting Pageant. 

As a pageant, however, tho opening 
of tho Legislature was a distinctly in- 
teresting event. All the time-honored 
observances tliat liave formed a part 
of Parliaments ever since Parliaments 
have been, were carried out witii spirit 
and dignity. Tho seats reserved for 
spectators on tho lloor of tlie House 
were llUed, while in tho galleries there ^. 
was not a vacant chair. The scenfe 
that resulted was a brilliant one. 

Tho Legislative Chamber lent Itself 
to tho picturesque more thon In for- 
mer yeai's. The curtains of dark red 
material lliat have been draped from 
tho galleries to iriiprovo the acoustic 
properties of the place, also add to tho 
sconlc properties of the chamber. 
Against the backgrounds of this the 
ricli gowns of tho lady guests gave 
new color and light, while the sombre 
black of the members grouped in the 
centre of tlic room added tho quality 
of legislative dignity. In tho well- 
filled galleries tho color effects wero 
repeated. To the left of the Speaker 
the little grou]) of ofllclal visitors, 
some of them in picturesque uniform, 
made another interesting detail. Tho 
Japanese Consul was present in tlio 
uniform of the diplomatic corps, with' 
all his decorations. His Lordship tho 
Bishop of Columbia wore the red hood 
nnd bands of the Doctor of Divinity, 
Among the other guests in this group 
were Father BraViant, Jlr. Abraham 
Smith, United States Consul, Carl 
Lou'enborg, tho German Consul, Sena- 
tor Macdpnald, and others. 

Premier Enters. 

Promptly at 3 o'clock tlie govern- 
ment members, led by Premier Mc» 
Hrlde, filed In and took their places'. 
Tlie new minister of works, Hon;' 
Thomas Taylor, took his seat informal- 
ly, although ha had not yet been in- 
troduced to the Speaker. Hon. F. I. 
Carter- Cotton, president of the coun- 
cil, was not in his seat, and Mr. Oar- 
den was also absent. ' In the ranks p£ 
the Opposition, too, there wero s&Vr 
oral vacant chairs. Messrs. -Hawt 
thornthwaite, Mclnnos, and Parker 
Williams, tho Socialist members, 
scorned to give countenance to tho 
pomp that waits upon royalty, and so 
their accustomed seats frowned empti- 
ness upon tho assemblage. Messrs., 
Hcndorson and Eagloson, of tho Lib- 
eral wing, wero also absent. The ' 
familiar faco of Jolin Oliver, from 
Delta, waited at the, end of tho Op- 
position phalanx ln\iWa|ehful , jjatlen 

Into this sceiio entered Sergeaht- 
at- Arms Sanders, bearing aloft tho 
mace of state, nnd the members and 
guests arose to greet the Lieutenant- 
Governor. Preceded by a guard of 
honor of offlo.ors, "wHo8e . brilliant full- 
dress uniforms- added new color to tho 
picture, the lletitonant- governor pass- 
ed up the centre aisle, his escort form- 
ing lino, oii either side, and took his' 
place on tho Speaker's chair. The 
message concluded, ho retired with his 
cohort; His Lordship tho Bishop of 
Columbia rend tho opening prayers, 
and- tho Speaker declared the legisla- 
ture opened. • . ' : 

After those formalities It required., 
but a few minutes for the members of 
the government to' get through tho 
routine matters In hand and move an 
adjournment The general opinion 
sooms to be that the session will bo a 
brief . one, — "short and ito the polnt,"^^^,; 
j{ia, one minister put It. i^j-ii 
. It is probable that W. S. Hayward^ 
M.P.P., CoB'Ichan, will bo the ne:^nH 
Conservative v/hip, although tho name[nH 
of W. R. Ross, M.P.P., Pernio, and DrSp 
McGuiro, junior member for Vancou'- '■ ' 
vor, have also been mentioned.

The public accounts for the fiscal 
year ending 'Juno 30th, 190S, pre- 
sented by H6.1, R. G. Tatlow, minister 
of finance, at the opening of the ses- 
sion yesterday, show a net surplus of 
$i,3SS,3Si.7S. The surplus for the pro- 
ceding year amounted, to $l,24!l, 594.49. 
Despite the redemption of debentures 
to the extent cl $OS«,000 the Increase 
In tno suri)liiy anioi^nts to $138,787.29, 

The chief factor Was the Increase In 
the reclepts from timber royalty and 
licenses, an increase over the pre- 
vious year of $1,103,220.53. Land sales 
were not as grout during the samo 
term a.'; in the twelve months pre- 
ceding. Largely owing to the govern- 
menfa policy of reserving land for the

pro-emptor, . the sales 'fell oft/ over 
$100,000. i 

There are many other reasons for 
the increased surplus.. The province 
received fram the Dominion govern- 
ment J34!;,000 as its share of the 
Chinese hoadtax, and If British Co- 
lumbia: Idments^thefinflux of Orientals 
the' treasury ■ hois ' been 'BonieWliat cn- 
rlchcd_theroby. 

From the royalty and tax on coal 
an increase of about $18,000 is re- 
corded but the tax on minerals to off- 
set this: shows A decrease of nearly 
$40,000. In registry fees there was an 
increase of nearly $20,000. 

Against all this Increased revenue, 
there Is an increased expenditure 
shown. Civil government salaries show 
an lnorca.se of $36,000; to hospitals and 
charities $40,000 more tlian during the 
preceding year went. Upon education 
some $60,00"0 more than during the pre- 
ceding fiscal year, was expended. 

But the chief Increase in expenditure 
was upon public works. Over $5b0,000 
more than during the year before was 
expended. The total amounUng to 
nearly a million and a half. The in- 
cicaso In txpendlluro under all heads 
umountcid to $1,398,481.48.

Tho Speech in Detail. 

The iioutenant-govcrnor's speech 
was as follows: 

Mr. Speaker .and Gentlemen of the 
Legislative Assembly: 

It affords me much pleasure, in 
meeting you at tho opening of another 
session, to bo able to cong'^atulato you 
upon the prosperity which has pre- 
vailed tlirougliout the province during 
tile ija.st year, and the indications of 
continual ))roRress Which are manifest 
on every hand. 

Tlie almost complete destruction of 
Fernio by fire, though It caused serl- 
oiis loss, served to awaken the in- 
domitable energy and enterprise of 
the peojilo of the province, and result- 
ed In the speedy robuildinB of the city 
on a more substantial scale. My gov- 
ernment took prompt measures for the 
relief of the municipality and Indi- 
vidual sufferers, and you will be asked 
to approve of such action. 

Messages of sympathy were received 
from His Majesty tho King and His 
Excellency the GovernorrGeneral; and 
from various parts of Canada, as well 
as from Great Britain, 'Australia and 
the United States, came assistance and 
sympathy for tho sufferers. 

The Tercentenary celebration of the 
founding of Quebec, and the Centenary 
of Eraser's overland Journey to tho 
Pacific and discovery of tlie Eraser 
river, were two notable events of tlie 
past year. At the former It was my 
privilege to represent British Coiimi- 
i)ia and to donate, on behalf of tho 
Iirovlnce, .i substantial sum to the 
fund for the preservation and na- 
tionalization of tlie Quebec battle- 
fields. My government was also called 
upon to assist in the very succes-sful 
celebration of tho Simon Eraser cen- 
tenary at Now Westminster. 

It Is my sad duty to refer to tho 
death of my esteemed and distinguish- 
ed predecessor In ofllce, Kir Henri 
Joly de Lotblnlere, whose demise was 
regarded throughout the ]3oinlnlon as 
a national loss. His amiability, cour- 
tesy and kindliness In private life, and 
Ills sterling qualities as a public man, 
won for him the love and respect of 
all classes, and his memory will long 
bo cherished by Canadians. 

I liave again to congr.atulate the 
horticulturists of tho province on the 
rejnarkable success they have. achieved 
with British Columbia fruit at the ex- 
hibition In Great Britain. The minis- 
ter of finance and agriculture, who 
assisted in the work this year, is also 
to be congratulated on the favorable 
imi)ressloii made by him upon tlio 
press and public of the Jlothcrlnnd. I 
must also exjjress my gratification In 
the fact that Britisli Columbia fruit- 
growers won several thousand dollars 
In prizes at th(! Spokane apple show, 
where tho fruit was In competition 
with the principal fruit-growing 
states of the Union. 

The rapid development of tlio pro- 
vince and the extension of settlement 
In new districts, necessitating tho 
construction of roads, trails and 
bridges, the establlshTnent of new 
schools and the surveying of large 
areas of agricultural lands, have 
rendered extraordinary expenditure 
Imperative during the recess. Tou will, 
therefore, be asked to confirm certain 
disbursemonta made under the au- 
thority of special warrant. 

The negotiations between my gov- 
ernment and the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway company respecting the town- 
site of Prince Rupert have been con- 
cluded, and the work of surveying, 
subdividing and laying out tho new 
city is proceeding satisfactorily. 

In consoquenco of the rapidly in- 
crea.sing demand for water for irri- 
gation and power iiurposcs, coincident 
with tho expansion of the fruit-grow- 
ing Industry, > ou will be asked to con- 
sider a bill for the more effectual and 
equitable distribution of water re- 
quired to meet the new conditluns. 

Tho act passed at the last session, 
providing for the creation of a dc^- 
partment of works, has been put in 
force, and a minister of works ap- 
pointed.

The Public Accounts for tho year 
1907-1908 arc tho most striking dem,- 
ohstratlon of the progress and pros- 
terlty of British Columbia, that any 
one could ask. They show

Wo find an increase in net revenue 
over tlie previous year of $1,531,461.15, 
and In net expenditure of $430,869.99. 
.Tlie manner in which the provincial 
^revenue hafe expanded Is worthy of 
special mention. The million-dollar 
mark was passed in the year ending 
June 30, 1892, when tho net revenue 
jwaa .$1,038,237.96. There was a slight 
-.-•■aecrease In the following year; and 
a further decrease in the next year, 
so that the million mark was not 
again passed until the year 
■endJng,.^ JiineySOth, 1S98, when tho 
''amount was'" 5i,383,048.24. The In- 
crease . has been steady since then. 
The two-million mark was passed In 
the year ending June 30, 1903, when 
.the amount was $2,009^412.05. By 
the close of the year 1905-0'6, the three 
million mark was passed, the amount 
being 33,044,442.49, and last year, as 
the figures above given show, the total 
Is not, much under .six millions. These 
tigures 'are more eloquent tlian any 
■words can, be of the progress of the 
province. 

A new item appears in the reclpts 
of the year, namely the $100,000 pro- 
■i'lded for at the last Interprovlnclal 

conference, an amount which is al- 
most lost sight of among tlio greater 
Items. Of the provincial revenue 
$522,076 Is received from the Dominion 
which Is considerably less than one- 
seventh of the whole. The greatest 
single source of income was from tim- 
ber royalties and leases, the arnount 
Jiavlng been. $2,258,566.67, whicli is- 
nearly double what was received in 
the preA'Ious year, and i.s not very far 
short of lialf the wliole receipts. Tlie 
second largest item is from land sales, 
and. It is $548,P36,06, Which la slightl.v 
less tlian last year. Neitt In point 
oC amount comes the Dominion iiay- 
nionts, and the fourth ia our share of 
tlic Chinese exclusion tax, which was 



creasing i:ana"*wll!l continue to In- 
crease, and this Is also true of tho ex- 
penditure on account of tho adminis- 
tration of justice. This called last 
year for $287,102.52, a very large sum, 
■hut It may be ; mentioned fori the In- 
formation of nevi' comers to the pro- 
vince, to whom this outlay may seem 
abnormally hlgli as compared with tho 
similar charge in other provinces, ;that 
the prpvinolal; igoyernrae ex- 
penses In ' this 'ser'vlce,^ "which ' else- 
whore arc largely met by tho munici- 
palities. The other Items of ex- 
penditure do not. call tor comment, 
but that ;.p£?;^16|54J,Bj;«C5 
and charities" ■"is'^ono ofc wiilcli the 
people may well feel proud. 

Altogether tho showing made in the 
Public Accounts Is highly satisfactory. 
We congratulate the govdrriment.upon 
being able to make such a splendid 
exhibit, but especially do we con- 
gratulate tho province upon tho pro- 
gross and pi-osperlty which the figures 
disclose. There is a fine surplus on 
hand, but there are abundant uses to 
wlilch it can be put. If it were twice 
a.s great tliere would be plenty of 
opportunities for its prolltablo expen- 
diture. The outlay of thla great sum 
of money, and of tho largo Income 
which may be expected, is one that will 
call for tiro exercise of tho best judg- 
ment of the House and the Govern- 
ment. 



AN AUSTRALIAN PARTY. 

"The Young Australian Party" has 
been Inaugurated and has Issued a 
statement of Us principles from which 
the following la an extract: 

1. Australian citizens to own, rule 
and control the commonwealth. 

2. The national government to ac- 
quire the rlglit to make treaties with 
any power and appoint consular agents 
to any country. 

3. An Australian built and manned 
navy, in absolute control of the conj- 
monwcalth, and the consequent >aboll- 
tlon of the naval subsidy to Great 
Britain. 

4. Legislation clearly defining Au.'^- 
tralian citizenship, with the object of 
preserving a "White Australia," and 
safeguarding tho British race. 

5. Only Australian citizens, so defin- 
ed to own lands or mines. 

6. Abolition of all titular distinc- 
tions. 

Tho first of these declarations wil! 
admit of a very wide construction. 
Among other things it would prevent 
the Crown, as ..represented -by the 
government of tho'llhlted Klngdotn, 
from exercising any control over Aus- 
tralian legislation. In theory, the 
Parliament of the United Kingdom ia 
supreme throughout the Empire. It 
can make a law %yliioh tho people of 
Canada or Australia miist obey. It 
has delegated certain powers to the 
Parllam.ents of the Dominion and the 
Commonwealth, but theoretically it 
can withdraw those powers at any 
time. That it would over attempt tO. 
do so is not supposable, for the people 
of Canada or Australia would not for 
a single moment submit to such a 
thing. Nevertheless it is well to unr 
derstand that the •British parliament, 
which consists' of the King, the Lord's 
and the Commons, acting together, 
are the source of all political power 
In the British Empire. The declara- 
tion by ,th^''roung 'Australians might 
be construed as an intention to bring 
about a formal abolition of; their con 
trol, a step which is hardly necessary 
because of anything that has happened 
or seems at all likely to happen. It 
may mean that the appointment to 
gubernatorial office .will bo vested in 
the government of the Commonwealth, 
whlcii Is a matter of no very great 
moment one way or the other. It may 
mean that appeals to the Judicial 
Committee of tho Privy Council are 
to be abolisiied, a step .^hioh we would 
regard as ill-advised, for while the 
British Empire remains a political 
entity it is desirable, wo think, that 
there shall be one tribunal of final 
resort, so that there may be a unl- 
formlty^Iij the law. The .constitution' 
of this final court of appeal'.mlght be 
made" more imperial In its. character, 
but the . court Itself should' be con- 
tinued. 

The treaty-making power i.s one 
which Australia in common with Can- 
;ida possesses within wide limitations. 
In considering this matter the exist- 
ence of the Empire must bo consider- 
ed, and while wt; are very favorable 
to the exercise of tho treaty-making 
power by the Over-seas -dominions, wo

THE SPEECH AT OTTAWAi 

The speech at the opening of Par- 
liament at Ottawa was more compre- 
hensive than the forecasts indicated. 
It dealt witti tlu> Tereenleiiarv, the 
Waterways Treaty with the United 
States, tho necessity for economy 
In public expenditure, the progress 
in tho construction of the National 
Transcontinental Railway, the survey 
of the Hudson's Bay Railway, the 
working o? the provisions of 'th'e Land 
Act, Immigration, tho Opium Confer- 
ence, the International Agricultural 
Cungross, llie Italian eartluiuakos, tlio 
fi^cders of the Intercolonial Railway 
and the rvlurliir inquiry. The new 
legislation promised Is not very exten- 
sive and Is of the class described in the 
C'olonlst as routine. The Speech as a 
whole demonstrates how very much of 
a formality ttio document has come to 
be. No one any longer looks to it as 
Indicating -anything in particular. That 
under consideration is chiefly remark- 
able for Its length, but It is interesting 
as. showing how Canadian relations 
aro broadening out.

No good reason can be assigned why 
each . of the over-seas dominions may 
not maintain a consular service, if 
they want to. 

The maintenance of an AuslrrUlan 
navy is a sound principle. Canada 
ouglit to adopt it. 'I"he co-operation 
of tliese Eovoral navies with the Royal 
Navy, so as to form a truly. Imperial 
Navy, In the event of wa'r,' ought to 
follow as a matter of course. 

"The maintenance of a Wliltc Aus- 
tralia and the safeguarding of the 
British race," is a plank wliich will 
appeal to 'every British Cblum^jlan. 
The restriction of tho right of owner- 
siiip of laTids and mines to cltl/,ens of 
tlie Commonwealtli Is a proposition of 
very questionable value. . The aboli- 
tion of titular distinctions Is not a 
matter - of - any special Importance. 
Spealtlng '-vvith' perfect trankness' we 
question tho utility of titles, while nd- 
nilttlng tho desirability of providing 
some public recognition of public ser- 
vice.

A FALSE WITNESS. 

AVlien Adial Stevenson was nomin- 
ated for vice-president of tho United 
States, there was a great scurrying 
around on the part of a certain news- 
paper staff for a portrait of that 
gentleman. One could not be found, 
but the editor was not dismayed by 
a small thing like that. He had tho 
foreman iiunt up an old cut and told 
him to hit it with a hammer. It 
was then printed as a. portrait of 
Mr. Stevenson. Next day a caller' 
complained of the badness of the 
picture which he said "looked like no 
body In particular," and again tho 
editor was equal to tho emergency for 
he replied. "Stevenson's nobody In 
particular." But that was in a city 
of tlie United States, whore it is 
alleged that the code of ; journalistic 
ethics is not as' high- as Tt might be. 
Any way this trick deceived no one, 
and by a wonderful stroke of jiure 
hick the picture bore quite a strong re- 
semblance to tho vice-president. But 
we have come' to a different era In 
newspaperdom. Now you can get a pic- 
ture of almost anybody or any place 
and liave it prepared for tlio press in 
a few hours. Hence the Montreal 
Witness, that paper which is ostensibly 
patterned oh the Ten Commandments, 
had no excuse for producing the 
alleged picture of Mount Baker with 
tho misinformation that "It was seen, 
to emit smoke," after, tiie earthquake 
shock of last week. It is the crudest 
l)ossible "fake." Tho picture repre- 
sents a foreground of water and land 
that might be anywhere, and the 
back-gronud in the real picture con- 
sists of two hllls, which are about as 
high as Mount Baker looks from any 
point on the water, from whicli it is 
visible. Above these hills the artist 
has sketched in a mountain, which 
must be about ten miles high. Ac- 
companying this picture aro some 
thrilling tales. "Considerable" damage 
is reported as having been done at 
several points, but it Is tliouglittully 
added tliat there were no casualties. 
Buildings are described as having 
swayed. Then the Witness proceeds 
editorially to "rub It In," by descril)- 
ing San Juan Island "one of the places 
on the Pacific Coast, %vhlch has suffer- 
ed from the latest earthquake." and 
"Mount Baker, from which it is re- 
Iiorted smoke is now Issuing." We 
supiiose we ougiit to be thankful that 
tills visitation is not represented as a 
punishment of our sins In not per- 
mitting Oriental Immigration. Really 
the Montreal paper ought to Ijo 
ashamed of Itself.

Wo had a reference the other day to 
tile reciuests preferred to tho Domin- 
ion government by the representatives 
of the Trades and Labor Congress, 
and wo are now able to state what 
was said in reply to them. The aboli- 
tion of the election deposit, the making 
of election day a public holiday and 
the pay of letter-carriers are all to bo 
considered. Mr. Lemieux, who spoke 
to the delegation on these 'points, 
added that an old age pension scheme 
would also be considered. Referring 
to Oriental Immigration lie said that 
it "does not exist at present as a 
grievance to the labor interests." He 
also expressed himself as unfavorable 
to Hindu immigration, although he 
laid stress upon the difficulty of pro- 
hibiting it. Sir Wilfrid Laurlor told 
the delegation that an inspector of 
gear and tackle had already been ap- 
pointed at Montreal, thus recognizing 
tho duty of the government in this 
regard. He said that the government 
would collect inforniatloii about techni- 
cal education and hand it over to the 
provincial governments, adding: "Tlic 
Doiiiliiloii lias nollilng to do with 
education of any kind and won't liavo 
anything to do with it." 

Rev, Canon Cody, in an address in 
Toronto, said that English immigrants 
are preferable to those from central 
and southern Europe. There is no 
doubt that lio is right in tills, and it 
would bo a very excellent thing if 
this idea were given more considera- 
tion than It at present receives.' \vc 
all know, for we have been told over 
and over again, the objections to the 
En^'lisli linmigiant. If he is a man 
Willi niouey tlure are no objections to 
him at all; if lie is a skilled mechanic 
he is welcome and soon finds a place 
for himself; If ho wants \o lake a new 
farm and make a home for himself 
everybody is glad to see him come. 
But lie does not care very much about 
coming hero and doing the class of 
work which Orientals and some of tho 
continental people take wltli avidity. 
Who can blame him for tills? Ought 
we not rather to admire ills sturdy 
Britisli self-esteem? True, this self- 
esteem sometimes, finds expression in 
ways that are annoying; but; doubt- 
less in moat cases there are 'faults on 
both sides. The Englishman, mean- 
ing thereby all natives of the United 
Kingdom, is the best immigrant we 
c,an got, and CahticIIans pughtvtij study 
how to make them contented. . After 
a time tlioy will adapt themselves to 
new conditions. No one ciin do tliis 
better thnn tlio Englishman, Here v.'o 
use tlie word in Its mori! restricted 
moaning. The Scotsman and tlio 
Irishman adapt conditions , to tbcin-

Ill the evening of AVednosday Mr. I^itt'.s 
mind seemed to be fixed on the al'fairs 
of the country. Mo spoko aloud, but 
sometimes im.oherently. and once 
cr'/cd "Kear. hear," as If he were In 
the House of Commons. About mid- 
night ho mn.ined a good deal, but 
ceaserl tlii.s about 2:30 a.m., when lie 
seemed to be dying. "Shortly aftor- 
ward.s," tho account goe.s on, "with a 
much cleai-er voice than he sjioko in 
boforo, and in a tone I-shall never for- 
get, he oxelulmcd, 'Oh, my country! 
How I leave my country!" I'''roni tliat 
time lie never spoke" Unless it is 
argued that Mr. .Staniioiie lied gratui- 
tously, it i.s impossible to reject this 
plain and formal eontemiuirary stato- 
ment. It is confirmed by the Annual 
Register of hSOtl. wliicli gives "(Jli, my 
country!" as tli..' statesman's last 
words. :\Ir. Stanhopo mentions tluit 
his sister, Laily Hester, was not .al- 
lowed by tlie doctors to see hor \niclo; 
she entered tile rooui. liowe\'er. Whilo 
th(! doctors wer(! at dinner on tlie"\Ve(l- 
ne.sday evening, and received ills bles- 
sing. Tn Vr. Meryoii's account of this 
l.'idy In Syria A\e re.ad that she told 
her uncle about S p.m., when he was 
struggling to .siiealv. that she left the 
room In order to a\-<jid distressing 
nim, and that ho died in the iiiglit.

The de- 
crees to which the .Dutch Government 
very naturally took exception are re- 
scinded. C^ueeii AVilhelmlna's MInlSa 
ters win no doubt return the compli- 
ment, if this lias not been done al- 
read.v, b.v coiinti'rmanding all orders 
tor tho seizure of 'Vonozueian ships on 
the seas, and any other liostlle meas- 
ures which in.'iy have boon jirepared 
or eontemplated. It will be easier to 
lill in any gajis in tho iilstory of the 
revolution and to get rid of the eni- 
bellisliments a month hence. At pres- 
ent, without wd.shing to insinuate that 
President Gomez is respontilble for the 
highly glorified account of ills exploits, 
we may perhaps stop short of l)elli'\ - 
Ing tliat his actions have b(H.'n (luite 
as heroic as they are said to ue in 
the' telegrams. It may also bo re- 
called without prejudice that as often 
as not tho resolute courage and cool 
statesmanship displayed during a coup 
d'etat at Camcas prove In the end to 
have been less conspicuous than the 
n-.siallty, treachery, and other moral 
shortcomings of the principal actors, 
in this case. Indeed, It seems not at 
all unlikely that two or three con- 
spiracies were on foot, but whether 
e.\-Presldent ("astro, now undergoing 
his cure In Germany, connived in a 
plot to get rid of General Gomez, or 
wliether the latter had made arrange- 
ments to seize tlie reins of govern- 
ment directly Senor Castro left the 
country, if not before, seems by no 
means certain. We must be contented 
witii knowing tliat once again Venez- 
uela has gone tlii-ougli a revolution and 
that not for the first tlnit; the ousted 
President is lucky enough to find lilm- 
self safe In a foreign capital, with 
some tangible reward^for his arduous, 
it' not altogether unselfish, 'services to 
his comitry. 

Should the ex-President now think 
of devoting Ills leisure to literary com- 
position, he would find In tho story 
of his life hltlierto, abundant material 
for aiitoblograij!i\-. Kven as South 
American Prosldonts go, lie can look 
back tin the most exciting experiences. 
Not so many years ago, when he was 
a ranche owner in an out of the wa.v 
corner of the Kepubllc, nobody out- 
side the vicinity had heard of him 
Kven wlien he was first sent to rep- 
resent his province in the Federal 
Senate at Caracas ho failed to make 
ills mark. The neglect to recognize 
his merits is said to liavo excited, ills 
ambition; and, at any rate, from '.the 
day when he started business as a 
Itevolntloiiist ills name has figured 
largi.ly in the annals of A'enezuela, and 
during the last ten years or so In the 
history of two continents. His Presi- 
dency lias been moinorablo for a ser- 
ies of international disputes, in \vliich 
tho United States and lutif a dozen 
I3uroi>ean Governments, including 
Great Britain, have been concerned; 
and llie most Important issues liavc 
been raised during their progress. 
Thirteen years ago tills countr.v re- 
ceived quito a,ehock wlicu In a Jles- 
sag(! t6 the Corigrcss at Washington 
President Cleveland announced that 
our lictiba In the boundary dispute 
with Venezuela was a, breach of the 
Jlonroe '■■'doctrine, and 'lljere was rio 
tolling what so grave- an Injury to 
Aniorican. susceptibilities, if not to 
.\inericiin interests, miglit not lead to. 
T-'ool reflection rhay possibly suggest 
that It was rather' a bad ■ thing for 
Venezuela wlien iklr.. Cleveland vlr- 
tu.'illy In.sllsted that tho -Reptibllc was 
under, tlie. Pi;otectoratO of the United 
States. However .tlrnt may be. Ven- 
ezuela under the- r('cklep.s and incaji- 
ablo rule of Senor Castro has been in 
perpetual trouble. Mlsgoverninent 
and I'lideinlc revolution witliln the 
confine.s of tlie Republic have not 
merely prevented any advance in pros- 
pi.rit\-, but iiavi' tiinnvn the country 
into a ■vvor.'je eundltlon tlian before. 
Armed euntllets witli Colombia ha\-o 
b(.i.n the only result of Senor Castro's 
magnilit:ent scheme' of uniting A'emz- 
ui.la, ('(-ilombia. and J-Icuadin- - in a 
powerful confederation. Insolent |iro- 
vocatlons of (^ernian.\- and l-higland led 
to the blockade of the A'enezuelaii 
Iiorts by an Anglo-(Jerman fleet, ami 
necessitated tlie ]iayment of ;i heav.\- 
indemnity. 'i'lie legitimate rights of 
other elvlll/.i'd nations have .also beiiu 
outraged; the ]''rcnch. and mori' re- 
cently, the Dutch, being compelled to 
xact retribution for gross .'iffronts. No 
one, |)erha)iK, feels an.\- eon ildeneo that 
nndi-r Its new l^resldeiit the Venezu- 
elan HciJubllc win become a resiact- 
ahle member of tho conilt,v of nations; 
but neither its relations with the out- 
side world nor Its Inlernal condition 
could well become worse than they 
were under I'resldent Castro.

:M. Okell & Company, conunisslon iner- 
i hauts, Yates street, and William I\ic- 
i;)onahl, boots and shoes, IJougla.s 
street, the iireinises lia<I been entei-«!i] 
but nothing taken though It was in 
the latter jjlace that the detectives llrst 
ascertained that the thieves were mere 
boys. A (luantity of iioots and shoes 
had been taUcui troni tlie shelves evi- 
dently fur the pur|)ose of outlittlng 
ti\e visitors. All the shoes wel'e of 
boys' sizes. In tlie Okell commission 
company's premises nothing was taken. 
'I'lie other throe premises robbed were 
Clayton & Costin, bicycle merchants, 
Johnson street, entered on the night of 
Monday last; Peden Bros., 920 Govern- 
ment street, sporting goods, robbed 
sonieti.no between the 14tli and 3!)th, 
and Harris it Smith, bicycle merchants 
Broad street, entered on the night of 
the 14tli. In all live cases entrance 
had lieen gained to the premises 
througli rear windows. At three of the 
places entered the boys had smashed 
tlie jiane near the catch on the win- 
dow and releasing it had pushed the 
window up. In the other two instances 
the panes had been brolcen and tlie 
boys crawled through.

Men whose 
whole lives nrv devoted to the cure 
of pain will not lightly of wantonly 
Inflict it on any creataro. A few 
days ago the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science con- 
demned the movement against vivisec- 
tion. By the study of lite among 
the lower animals many of the ■greatest 
triumphs' of modern surgery and 
medicine have been rendered possible 

"The operations we are told, for 
appendicitis and all abdominal sur- 
gery have been made possibly by it.- 
Among its most Important discoveries 
are tho dlplhcrla antitoxin and tho 
antidote for cerebro-si^lnal meningitis. 
The method of transfusing blood and 
saline fluids was learned through ex- 
periments of aneurism by ligature, 
bone transplanting, akin grafting, and 
hypodermic medication. Difficult prob- 
lems have been solved concerning 
the functions of nerves, spinal cord 
and brain and tbe location of nerve 
centers." 

Nor la this all. The animals them- 
selves have benefited and many painful 
diseases among them have been eradi- 
cated. There Is much more needless 
liain Inflicted on animals by those who 
minister to tlie dicatos of faaliion and 
by men greedy of gain, than by such 
men as Pasteur and Koch. By all 
means lets us be gentle and tender 
to the dumb creatures aroud us, but 
let us not by Ignorant criticism strive 
to ham per the work of the benefactors 
of mankind. 

* • • 

It is very satisfactory to note from 
Mr. Jay's remarks at "Wednesday 
night's meeting of the school board 
that Victoria's 400 ratepayers who, 
like Mr. Musgrave, voted against every 
school bylaw, are no longer able to 
prevent the efforts of the people of 
Victoria to provide suitable school ac- 
commodation for their children. "While 
almost every city In Canada from 
Halifax to Vancouver can point with 
a very pardonable pride to Its fine 
Hchoolhouses, Victoria Is compelled to 
apologise for her.s to every visitor 
who comes to the city. That this 
state of things will no longer con- 
tinue is shown by tho passing of the 
school byl.'iw which provides money 
for tho erection of a school in tho 
north end of tho city. That another 
will be needed very soon is shown by 
the rapid way In which the city is 
growing eastward. 

To all familiar with school affairs 
tho need of other improvements la 
manifest. Nothing Is gained but much 
is lost by sending children to school- 
.rooniH whicli are unsuitable tor their 
purpose. Victoria has no asset in 
any way commensurable with her boys 
and girls, and no public utility of as 
much Importance as her schools. That 
the men and women of the future 
should possess strong bodies, sound 
minds and good morals is easily tho 
greatest factor In the progress of our 
elty. This depends to a great ex- 
tent not only upon the training the 
pupils receive In the schools but upon 
tlie buildings themselves. Good work 
cannot bo done In - badly ventilated 
and ill-lighted schoolrooms and chil- 
dren need large playgrounds If they 
are to grow up strong and well. That 
the people of Victoria have resolved 
that in tlie near future there shall 
be ample and suitable school accom- 
modation for all their children is one 
,of the most hopeful signs of 'the 
time.

TRIED RECIPE'S''. 



Risotto. 

Boll a half-cup of rice in salted wa- 
ter till it is tender and tho water la 
absorbed; stand the dish in the oven 
with the door open, and let it steam till 
dry; cook down thick a half-can of 
tomato, a small onion chopped fine, 
parsley, salt and i)epper; do not strain, 
but fold Into tho rice; put on a hot 
dish, and cover with grated cheese. 
Set a moment in a hot oven to melt 
this, and ser\'o at once. 

* • « 

Baked Bread-and-Cheeso Pudding. 

Butter well a pudding dish; put In 
small, rather tlilii slices of bread to 
cover the bottom, and add very thin 
slices to cover this of soft American 
cheese; sprinkle with a good deal of 
salt, a plncii of cayenne, and r. pinch 
of baking-soda, and repeat till the 
dish is full; pour on milk to barely 
cover, and set in a hot oven for about 
half an hour, when it will be puffy 
find brown; servo at onco. 

Mashed-Potato Pears. 

Beat up some hot masiheil potato 
with a little milk till it is smooth; 
seaaon and shape v^lth tho hands into 
pears, putting a very little flour on the 
hands It the potato sticks. In tlio end 
of each put a whole clove to represent 
a blossom end, and in tho other a 
straight piece of parsley for a stem; 
serve on tlielr sides, or standing, blos- 
som end down, on a flat, hot dish. 

Rice and Date Pudding. 

Wash and cliop a half-pound of 
dates; put two lablespoonf ula of rice 
into a quart of milk with two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar ;ind a pinch of salt; 
bake this for an hour, stirring often; 
when the rice la swelled and louder 
and the milic thick add the dates; cook 
again, stirring occasionally so the 
dates will not settle, till flilck; serve 
very cold. 

* • « 

Maccaroni and Oysters. 

Boll tho niaccaroni In salted water 
till very tender; arrange In a shallow 
dish an Incli thick; season with salt 
and pepper; add half a jjlnt of small 
drained oysters; make a ''up of thick 
white sauce, using the oyster liquor 
for part, and jjour over half of this; 
IJUt on a second thin layer of niaccar- 
oni and seasoning, and spread tlio 
white sauce 6ver the top; sprinkle with 
sifted bread crumbs, and dot with but- 
ter and bake brown. 

Almond Cornstarch Puddings. 

Make a pint of soft cornstarch pud- 
ding in the double boiler; add sugar 
and a little salt and a half-cup of 
chopped almonds; cool, and pour Into 
glasses; serve very cold. A very little 
almond flavoring may be added if de- 
sired. 

• * • 

Pork Cake. 
One-half pound of fat salt pork, 
one cupful of strong boiling coffee, 
one and one-half cupfuls of moist 
brown sugar, one cupful of molasses, 
one-half pound of raisins, one level 
tablespoonful of cinnamon, one tea- 
spoonful of salt and between three 
and four cupfuls of nour, enough to 
make a batter as stiff as for fruit 
cake. Chop the pork very fine, seed 
the raisins, dissolve the soda in a 
llttlo hot water and add It to the 
molasses. Mix tho spices, pork and 
raisins with part of the Hour, add tho 
coffee and molasses, and then beat 
in thoroughly, a little at a time, tho 
rest of the flour. Lino a tin with 
buttered paper, turn in the batter, 
and bake about one hour In a mod- 
erate oven.

Loaf Cake. 

Beat one cupful of butter to a cream 
add two cupfuls of sugar the well- 
beaten yolks Of three eggs, three cup- 
fuls of flour in wlilch has been sifted 
one tcaspoonful of cream tartar, one 
cup of sweet milk, then one and one- 
half cupfuls more flour with another 
tcaspoonful of cream of tartar, one 
Srated nutmeg, one pound of stoned 
raisins, dredged with half a cupful 
of flour, a teaspoonful of soda dis- 
solved in a little hot water, and lastly 
the whipped whites of the eggs. Beat 
all very thoroughly before folding In 
the whites of the eggs. Bake In 
two loves In a moderate oven. 

Snow Cakes. 

Beat to a cream two cupfuls of sugar 
and one cupful of butter. Add one- 
half cupful sweet milk, and two cup- 
fuls of flour sifted, with two tea- 
apoonsfuls of baking powder. Mix 
one cui)ful of cornstarch with half 
a cupful of milk and add to tho butter 
beat thoroughly, add one tcaspoonful 
of lemon extract, and lastly the whites 
of six eggs beaten to a stiff froth.. 
Bake In a moderate oven and while 
warm spread with an icing m;ide as 
follows: Boll one cupful of granulated 
sugar with six tablespoonfuls of water 
until It spins a thread when dropped 
from a sjioon, then pour the boiling 
syrup slowly upon the stiffly whipped 
white of an egg, continuing to beat 
It all the time. Flavor with vanilla.

Sportsmen Looking Forward 
to Jolinson-Langford 
V Bout- 



Summarizing a week's liappenlngs In 
Old Country sport the correspondent of 
Standard of Empire euys: 

."Not since tho great days of Jim 
Jefferlesi'^ 'Corbett,!. Siavln- and'' Jackson 
has- a fight stiri'ed people at home so 
deeply as that between Burns and John- 
son. Noao of the evening pnpiirs in 
London were published on Boxing day, 
and people, usually indifferent to tlio 
doings of tho fistlo world. Were all 
cugcrness for tho 'm.Crr<it^ when they 
could feast on tho details Of tha story 
of how tho ponderous negro beat tbo 
French-Canadian. Most people pro- 
fessed no surprise that Jolinson won, 
but really and truly no ono over antici- 
pated such a complete overthrow of 
Burns, except perhaps Uo.) I'^ltzslmmons, 
who is over hero doing the round of tbo 
muBlo-iiails, and who for d.ays beforo 
tho contest Was busy predicting a vic- 
tory for the black. There were many 
members of our National Sporting club 
who, knowing the capablllti-cs of John- 
son better thu-n the outside public, had 
declared that ■ Burns would, bo out- 
matched, but, generally speaking, tho 
little man, who. In bis own particular, 
swaggering way, liad during his long 
stay in London won tremendous popu- 
larity, was a prime favorite. The idea 
prevailed that ho was immeasurably 'jot- 
ter than even ho appeared to bo when 
he mot Gunner Molr, and as for sub- 
tlety of mind ho stood by himself. I 
am sure that few people expected that 
he would .bo treated so Unmercifully at 
Sydney. The story of the figiit has 
been told over and over again, and wu 
are now, looking forward to Johnson's 
return to London in February, when ho 
Is to stand up to Langford, lilso ii man 
of color. 

"I have soon La-ngford In a serious 
contest, and If ho Is not bettor than 
Johnson I am no Judge of a boxer. I 
have always held to tlio opinion that 
Langford would have beaten Burns If 
tho two had met. Langford, like John- 
son, is made for fighting. A better 
judgo of distance, a quicker man on bis 
foet, and a man who can bit with tlie 
strength of a giant I havo not mot. for 
many years. Johnson, wo know, hak al- 
ready '-jeaten Langford, but Langford 
Is a far different man now from what 
ho was then. 

Prospective Fight, 

"If there Is tho same excitement as 
tb.at engendered by the .Burns-Johnson 
affair, I would not be fiurprlscd if tho 
authorities seriously considered whether 
the contest should be allowed lo tako 
place. There is a feeling of disgust 
about tho Burns-Johnson fight. Tlie 
long, detailed stories whtcli we have 
cabled to us show that It was nothing 
more nor less than a very disgusting 
spectacle, and the powers that be. If 
they suspect a repetition of the Sydney 
scenes, might step in and forbid tho 
fight. It must bo said, however, that 
those responsible for the conduct of the 
National Sporting club are very Jealous 
abou^ the reputation of tho institution, 
and what was possible at Sydney would 
not bo tolerated at tlio place in Covent 
garden. If Johnson and Langford met, 
they would not be allow.ed to twit, ono 
another as Burns and Jofihson did. They 
will have to fight in' ai'flttMghttot.ward,- 
sportlng way; tliero will 'hot have to bo 
an of fenslvo show of malice. 

"Now Johnson has won tho heavy- 
weiglit champion, I- hope bo will carry 
the hoiior with tlie same dignity as tho 
late I'eter Jackson did. Jackson was 
the most popular colored fighter wo 
have ever had. I notice that Squires 
bus come forward to challenge Johnson, 
but after what bappenod to him in his 
niatclios with Burns, I do not supposo 
for a moment that lie will find tho 
iiOcoKsary support. A good and plucky 
boxer Is Siiulres, but he does not be- 
long to championship class. O'lirlon. 
the (Vmerlcan, seem.s the most likely 
man lo give Johnson trouble, and tho 
two may moot in the near future. I do 
not expect, however, that Johnson will 
have another big ongagemont until: he 
tries conclusions with Langford in Lon- 
don. . 

Flaying the Oame. 

;'In the rugby games at.,Swanson and 
Cardiff there was ' altogether too much 
feeling shown. The Welsh player.s had 
iipparently set out with the Idea of 
dlijprovlng the popular Impression that 
this ia a very lean season, so far as 
tlio Prlnolpallty is concerned, and, on 
the other -hand, the Australians wcro 
determined to wipe out their defeat 
against Wales. The result was that 
th(! players laughed at tho rules; they 
did more; they Introduced tactics which 
were all opposed to fair fighting, and 
tbo roferco In each gnnia was all too 
frequently obliged to order penalties for 
infringements. Tbo tacliling was some- 
thing more, than bard and keen — some- 
times it was vicious. There were fault.s 
on both sides. Still, there was no al- 
ternative but to order Burge and Griffon 
off the field. They quite forgot thoni- 
selves. Everybody is sorry. The d(!aIro 
to win at all costs bad taken hold of the 
players too firmly; they fought tho 
spirit of the game. Of course, they will 
be Kuspended, and, from what 1 havo 
been able to gather, I doubt wliother 
they will bo allowed to take any further 
part in the tour. There are those who 
say they will bo glad v/lum tlio tour 
is over, and In some' quarters It la 
thought that it Will bo a long time 'ic- 
foro another side Is asked to tour this 
country. . 

"Tbo Australlan.s opened there pro- 
gramme with every presiiect of emulat- 
ing tho deeds of the New Zealanders 
and the South Africans. Without being 
an abfiolutely great side, ■ thoy are en- 
dowed with muoh powor,^ahd-,mlgbt have 
made their visit one - of tho brightest 
pugoH In tlie history of the. game. Wo 
can only regret that thoy have failed 
to' rball7,o what everybody thought they 
would achieve.

The British steamer Agupaiitlms, 
.Capt. Davis, which has been lying dis- 
t'ngaged at EsquUmalt since her ar- 
rival ort April 17, has been sold by 
John Bruse Murray & Co., ofGInsgow 
to tlie Parke Steamship Company, of 
Glasgow, which oiiurates the steamers, 
John Parke, Katherlne Parke and 
Mary Parke in the Meditorutieaii trade. 
iTiie sale was made at CJlasKow on 
Tuesday and word was received by 
Oapt. Davis by cable yesterdaj' niorn- 
liiK. Tlie former owners of the Agap- 
iinthus, which, when slio was launclied 
in 1892 was the largest steamer In 
the general freighting trade of any 
targo ship afloat, are retiring from the 
shlpownlng business to give all their 
attention to the Union Anti-Foullng 
l^aint company which •' they manage, 
as well as representing at the Clyde 
port the London forwarding house of 
Forward Bros. The Nairn, their only 
remaining ship, will probably also bo 
sold, although no word has been re- 
ceived here in tliat regard. The Am- 
aranth, their other steamer was sold 
some years ago. 

Capt. Davis of the Agapanthus, who 
Jias made a largo number of friends 
since his arrival here last April, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Davi.-,, was In com- 
mand of the Amaranth before going 
to tlio Agapantluis ten years ago. lie 
joined the Agapanthus la ISllS and 
for over ten years has been constantly 
In charge of tlio steamer, which has 
been engaged chiefly in the eastern 
trade.

During* 
his sixteen years, running between 
Liverpool and Montreal Capt. Davis 
was in command of the steamers 
Quebec, Oregon, Labrador, Toronto 
and Montreal of the Dominion line 
and has carried many thousands of 
passengers across the western ocean. 

Since she \vas launched in 1892 
the Agapanthus has had tew incidents 
.connected with her career other than 
the humdrum worlc from port to port, 
: about the seven seas, carrying the 
world's commodities to many markets. 
It was in 1902 when the Agapanthus 
was voyaging to South Africa carrying 
stores and supplies at the time of 
the Boer war that her one accident 
took place. Involving a salvage Job. 
The tall shaft broke and the iiropeller 
fell away, leaving the steamer help- 
less. She had called at Albany for 
coal on her way to Newcastle to re- 
plenish her bunkers when the screws 
dropped oft and left her rollng in the 
Australian bight. Four day.s after- 
ward the German steamer Kiel hove in 
sight and in answer to Capt. Davis' 
signals came over and put a line on 
board.,.. The Kiel towed the Agapan- 
thus into Adelaide and for this service 
received salvage to the amount of 
,£3,000.

The fate of the Glenmorag, Galena 
and other ships embedded in the iraiids 
of the Washington coast is to be that 
of the Frencli ship Alice, which was 
driven on to the sand a week ago and 
lies broadside to the beach about half 
a mile north from Ocean Park, near 
Soutli Bend, Washington. Tliero is 
absolutely no hope of saving the Alice. 
Already her bow is buried well in the 
sand, hut her stern Is quite high out of 
water. It Is ijrcdlcted by those who 
have -witnessed the fate of other 
wrecks' on tills beach that, owing to 
her heavy cargo of 3,060 tops, of ce- 
ment , a few weelcs will see her burled 
in the sand out of sight. 

Iler main ina.st is already loosened 
and v.'lll soon topple over. Iter .sails 
are in shreds. She will probably bo 
put up at auction to the highest bidder, 
but there will be little to buy outsido 
of the ship's boat in which tlie crew 
came asliore last Friday. 

Capt. Aubort and his crew of 24 
men are waiting jit Ocean Park. They 
will be taken to Portland as soon as 
.■irrangements can be made and will 
be slilpped back to J'"rance. It w.ui 
learmul th;it the vessel, when twenty- 
si.K days out of Holn'irl, Tasmania, lost 
bi!r fori; toi^inast. and sails and fur the 
ro.st of th<! voyage liad only some old 
canvas wliicli went to pieces In the 
terrl/lc gale Thursday of last week. 
When the wind (uiddenly vcuTcd from 
the northeast to the southwest, the 
Alice had no steerage way and there 
was notnlng for her but disaster. 

The bar tug service off the Colum- 
bia is denounced as useless by the 
ship's oflleers. For two days sJie had 
boon cruising off the mouth of the 
Columbia and caught sight of neither 
pilot boat nor tug. Capt. Aubert did 
not realize he was so. close to shore 
until It was too lat^. The Alice Avent 
ashore at 5.30 a.m., but was not sighted 
until liSO o'clock, ^hen little Willie 
Taylor, son Of "W. D. Taylor, of Ocean 
Park, was attracted by the persistent 
and excited barking of a little white 
dog which was on a ridge and looking 
out to sea. The dog had been ship- 
wrecked himself, having been aboard 
the lumber schooner Solano, whoso 
hull lies a few miles further north, on 
the same bejioh and almost in Sight of 
the Alice. The llrst man to see the 
wreck was William Begg, of Ocean 
Park, wiio was cast ashore from tlio 
wrecked British bark Glenmorag, 
which went ashore on the same beach 
about a mile to the north of the Alice;. 
He wlgwaged to the vessel's crow to 
stay aboard until the life-saving crow 
could arrive with tlieir beach appara- 
tus from the Ilwaco bench station. It 
was high tide and they were makliiB 
but slow progres.y up the beach in the 
surf with their boat. 

Capt. Aubert oltlier did not under- 
Btarul the signal or disregarded !t, and 
the entire orew piled Into the ship's 
boat and came ashore. Tlie crow left 
th(;lr ship and landed on the beach in 
as orderly a niunncr ns any life-saving 
crew could have done, In n surf drill. 
The inesK b.oy, nearly naked though he 
was, brougiit .asliore with him a I'^rench 
(lag and (lung It to the bree/.e as socm 
as ho reached solid ground. The 
crew was provided with life preiicrvers 
and each man had a bottle of :j;andy.

Trans-Pacific Steamer of Bank 
Line Ashore on Vries 
- Island 



Close to where the wreck of the big 
Hill liner Dakota lies on Osano reef, 
near the entrance to Yokohama Bay, 
the steamer Adato, of the :Bank Hue, 
Is a total loss on Oshlma o'r 'do "Vries 
Island. The Adato, which Is one of 
the steamers In the Bank line operated 
by Andrew Weir & Co., through the 
agency of Frank Waterhouse & Co., 
was on her way from Seattle with a 
cargo of general freight to Hong Kong 
and had discharged her .Yokohama 
cargo ;md was on her w'ay-'tO Kolje, 
when siie ran ashore .at OShlJua. 'J'lie 
crew escaped in the steamer's boats 
and Capt. R. Stewart is standing by 
the wreck, the decks of which are un- 
der water. A despatch from Yokohama 
to the Me?chont's Exchange states the 
vessel will be a total ioas. Salvage 
vessels from Yokohama have gone to 
the assistance of the steamer and part 
of the cargo will probably be salved 
If the steamer cannot be recovered. 

The Adato left Seattle on Jjecemb<M- 
21th with a full cargo of valuable 
mereliandlse, including Hour, cotton, 
maciilnery and general niereliundise, 
and as the bulk of the cargo was eon- 
slgned to Kobe and points beyond, the 
greater portion was on board when 
she drove ashore. 

The Adato was no stmnger on the 
Pacilic coast, having beiMi operated In 
the Waterhouse lleot fur some time. 
Shi; has been In the Australian mall 
line, liut several months ago came to 
Paget Sound to load for .Jaiian and 
China. .She was sclicduied to return 
to Puget Sound after completing tlie 
voyage whicli ended so disastrously. 

Built in 1S99 by AV. Hamilton & Co., 
at Port Glasgow, the Adato was a 
modern freighter of 3,317 tons gross 
and 2,145 tons net. She was owned by 
A. Weir, operating the iiank line, i)ly- 
Ing between Seattle, Hong JCong and 
M;inllla and al.so to ,.\ustralla and New 
Zealand. The vessel was well e(iulpped 
for freight, haviiu; ele<'trlc lights and 
other convenlence.s. Siie was classed 
as 100 Al, having undergone her last 
survey at IMelbounie in May, 1UD7. She 
was registered at tllasgow, and her 
dimensions were: I.,ength, 330.7 feet, 
beam, 45.7 feet; dejitli, 16.11 foot. 

■Vries Island, where tlio Adato was 
lost, whicli Is called Izo no Oslilma by 
the Japanese, is the largest and most, 
accosslpli; ot liie Izu iiu L;;;!L-h!-t'\ 
Seven Isles of Izu, which stretch aw.ay 
In a southerly direction for 120 miles 
from Toklo Bay to 33 North. The is- 
land is ton miles long and, at its 
maximum breadth, 5',^ miles broad. 
The over-smoking volcano of Vries 
Island vies with the snow-topped Fu-*^ 
Jlsan ns the sights seen first from all 
vessels bound to .lajian, the volcano 
being practically a natural beacon. 
The Island lies across the entrance 
from Toklo Buy, on which lies Yoko- 
hama, from thp reef al the other en- 
trance on which the Great Xortliern 
liner Dakota was wrecked. Peefs He 
off the Island, and It Is probably upon 
one ot these roofs that the Adato in 
<ast. There are several villages, six 
In all, on the island, all situated on tiio 
coastline. One of the villages, Habu, 
has as its picturespue little harbor tho 
crater of an ancient submergod vol- 
cano. The 'volcano on Vries Island, 
known as Hihara, stands 2,500 feet 
liigh, and tho smoke issuing perpet- 
ually from Its summit, can be seen for, 
a conslderalilo distance. It Is subject 
to frequent eruptions. 
• In ancient days, the days of the 
Dlamyo, Vries Island was used as a 
rllace of banishment for criminals ex- 
pelled from the central portion of the 
Empire, and later it became a Japan- 
ese penal settlement, being used for 
thlis purpose until a few years ago. Of 
the many exiles who lived on Vries 
Island, the most famo.us In Japanese 
literature was Tamemoto, the archer, 
banished there In llSg. .His prowess 
was a famous sub ject. of 'Japanese ro- 
mance writers and artists. 

The Island takes Its name from Cap- 
tain Martin Gerritsz Vries, a Dutch 
navigator, who visited it In 1643.

Brings Further Details of the Wreck 
of the Banfield Creek Motor 
Lifeboat 



The sTeamer Toes, Caiit. Townsend, 
of the C. t'. R. which was delayed by 
heavy southwest and southeast gales, 
reached ])ort yesterday afternoon from 
Quatslno and way ports of tlie west 
coast with a good complement of jias- 
sengers. Including a number of jiros- 
pcctors, timber cruisers and othoi-«j. 
A. W. McCurdy, president of the Noot- 
ka Marble Company returned from 
another visit to the marble quarries 
at Nootka bringing aij Inteteatlng shifi- 
ment of line marble, including the ilrst 
turned column put out. from tho Noot- 
ka mill. Mr. Hodgson, a civil engin- 
eer of Albernl, a brother of Lieut. 
Hodgson of H.I\I.S. ICgeria was anoth- 
er passenger. A number of timber 
cliulsers who have been cruising some 
limits near Nootka for 1^. D. Hlllls and 
othi;rs were also passeni/ers. 

From Albernl, tlu; Tees brought fur- 
ther news of the loss of tho P.anlleld 
creek motor lifeboat. It sc;eniR that tho 
lifeboat crew had returned the lue- 
vious day from a trip made to Ucul- 
uclet In the lifeboat and Instead of 
iiaullng the boat up on Its carrlago 
they anchored It off tlio station. Capt. 
c;illi;n ordered some of the ini;n to 
watch It, and tli(;so watched the light 
from sIku'i;. About lifteen minutes lio- 
foro midniglit when a strong southeast 
v/lnd wa;3 blowing the watch v.^cnt to 
call the next watch and before tho 
new watch came , tho light had dis- 
appeared; "Momiogtiahowed tho boat 
gone. A, search I Avan,. then made and 
the missing llfoobat .was found, across 
the eautcrn channel , of Barkloy soimd 
beating against tho rocka of Robbers 
Island, with tho starboard side nil 
stove In, so badly that 'thos^':who saw 
tho boat tliouglit that Uttle'moru than 
the engines would bo worth siivlng.

EARTHQUAKE SEAMANSHIP 
AND SEISMIC WAVES 



Hydrographio' Office of United States 
Issues Interesting' Information 
to Marfners 



Earthquake .Seuiniuislilp, is tho title 
of an liitercBtlng article printed on the 
I'ilot Chart Qi: the North Pacitlc Oceiiii, 
by the United States Hydrographio of- 
lico. It reads: "On ISIonday morning, 
Doceniljcr 2S, bolwoen 5 and 6 o'clock 
all Italy was shidcon liy severe earth- 
quukos. The seismic (llsturbaiico was 
most violent In Calabria and Sicily, and 
the great lo.ss of life and destruction 
of pro|icrt.v which occurred were ac- 
conipandied by marine disasters caused 
by seismic nv;i waves. -Vocordlng lo the 
descriptions that liave boon given, af- 
ter the uartlniuaUu the sea. at first re- 
ceded for sonit; distance from the 
sliores of Cala'jiia and Fastern Sicily 
aiul then a great wave :!2 feet lilgb ad- 
vanced upon tlu' shore with appalling 
power and destructlveness. Tbls Is liie 
usual Mia roll of events In connection 
with far the groate.st number and most 
danyerous kind of seismic sea waves, 
and honco It is iniportunt that llu; at- 
tention of mariners should be drawn 
to s.uoh cbaraotcristics of the plienom- 
ene. as will lead to tlie taking of aile- 
ipiato precautions against their eU'ects. 

"Great multluules of people live in 
cities by the sea and are subject to the 
dniiiiirs arising from seismic sea 
wave.s. and yet, if a pluee of refuge ex- 
ists, tliey usually have ample time to 
escape, and even the ships in the har- 
bor will generally, be safe If they put 
to sea promptly on tliei first sign, after 
the earthquake, of the withdrawal ot the 
water, whicli always indicates that the 
sea 'aottom has sunk. Thus, by tho 
study of the' laws^.of tlwj physical world 
and tho diffu.slbn "of the' resulting use- 
ful knowledge, a, great measure of 
safety may be si;ciired from some of tho 
most dreadful forces In nature, and in 
tho course of limo, the interests of 
civilization may ^30 enormously con- 
served. ' 

"Aristotle correctly associated sels- 
mlc waves with eartluiuakos. and even 
Homer assigned these great disturb- 
ances of the sea to i\JSeldon's trident, 
which was also tlio means employed for 
raising . up ^ij^land^- from tho bottom. 
The wUh'drav?al'of|tliu water from tbo 
.shore after an earthquake and Its re- 
turn as a great wave was familiar to 
Aristotle, and Is Implied In bis descrl))- 
tion 'of the pathetic .;ahiniUy of the 
di;structlon of Uelllte in 373 B.C., wlilcli 
was duo lo tho Subsidence of u portion 
of tho sea bottom in tho Gulf di Cor- 
inth. 

There are two general classes of seis- 
mic sea waves. The llrst is due to tho 
sinking of tlie soa bottom, and Is char- 
acterized by a wltbilrawal of the water 
after the curtliqualte, to bo followed 
later by the return of a great wave; 
....a t;-,c ccco:;d I'j •<«•• tn the uplift of 
the 'ootloni, and In cliarncterlzcd by tbo 
tuiiden rise of the Hca without any 
previous withdrawal from the shore, 
iloat of the historical Inundatlgns of 
tho sea huvo beiui due to waves of tho 
(irst class. The plieiioniena usually not- 
ed are: Firsts . at) .'.au tbquakc; second, 
after 'a short Interv'al, the sea is noticed 
to bo draining away, leaving bare thu 
bottom where It, Is . ordinarily deep 
oiiough for slilps to anchor; third, after 
an Interval of an hour or so, the sea 
Is seen to be returning as a mighty 
wave, waslilng evtrytliing before It, and 
thus carrying ships shoreward and 
stranding them; fourtli, having- once 
sWept 'tho shore, the sea"dgaln wltli- 
draws and lays baro the harbor as be- 
fore, and after about tho same interval 
u.ijaln returns as a second great wave. 
Tills periodic nioveineiit of the sea may 
Oo kept up for quite a while, and some- 
times, quiet is not restored for a' d^y or 
two^ Among the well-known' historical 
soa waves of the first class which might 
bo mentioned, we shall cite only a few 
typical eases, as; that which over- 
whelmed Hellke in 37:i B.C.; the waves 
ut Callao In 1724 and 174G; tho wave 
following the Lisbon earthquake In 1.7S6, 
the '«vaves of Arlca in 1868, and Iquhiuo 
In 1877; the wave oh the Japanese coast 
in 1I19G. In aU these cases tho water 
llrst withdrew from the shore — not sud- 
denly, but slowly, as In tho draining 
away of a tide, though somewhat more 
rapidly. This, .of course, indicated that 
the sea bottom had sunk, and the water 
was draining away to fill up the de- 
pression in the level caused by tho fall- 
ing of the bottom. When tho currents 
meet at the center an elevation Is pro- 
diicea by their mutual impact, and wlion 
this collapses under gravity the first 
great wave conies ashore. Tho eleva- 
tion then Bubshles into a depression as 
at llrst and the currents again flow In 
aad force up tln' l.;vel a K(;cond time; 
(Hid, with the second collajise, another 
great wave Is sent ashore, and so tho 
oscillation of the sea continues, soine- 
inies for a day or two, "before it finally 
(piielB down. 

".Seismic waves of the second chiss 
are projuced by the uplift of the sea 
liottoni into ridges or su'Dmarlne plat- 
eaus and islanils. In such cases tho 
water rises suihlenly without previously 
withdrawing from the shore. 

The most disastrous In Its effects of 
any of the examples of the first elnss 
is tliat which occurr(;d In connection 
with the Lisbon earthquake of 1755. 
Tbo selKinlc disturbance' to which this 
wave was due occurred under the sea 
off the coast of I'ortugal In latitude 30 
degrees north and longitude H degrees 
W'KI. The water drained out from the 
laud to such an extent that the bed of 
the river Tagus was left dry, and, half 
an hour after tin; most severe shocks 
were I'elt a series of wav(;s ;!0 to (10 
feet in height broke on the shore, and, 
BWei;plng over tin; land, cau.sed tho death 
of 100,000 persons and enormous d(;- 
Htructlon of property. These waxes ex- 
tended along thu coast, engiilllng tin; 
villages for several miles north aiul 
Kouth and reaehlr.g as far as Morocco. 
Tl-.e shock woh felt at Oporto, Cadiz, 
Madrid, and li'unchal, and waves were 
promulgated throughout the Atlantic to 
tlio coasts of America, At Ciull;-. the 
wave rose to GO fiet, at ISIadelra to 
12 fuel, and the sen was .so disturbed 
120 miles west of St. Vincent that vi;h- 
sels «'ei'(; vlidcntly sbak(;n and men 
standing on deck were throwu down. 

The great earthqualte of Lima, on Oc- 
to'jor :;8, 1724, was marked by a with- 
drawal of the water from the const, 
followed by a wave which Is reported 
to luive been SO feet high, and which 
sivept ovei' Callao. Twenty-three slilps 
in llu; harbor W(;ro sunk, and four were 
carried far inland; and a similar course 
of .events occurred af tec the onrthquoke 
of 1740. 

"On the co.iRt of Chile In 1835, nfler 
tlic enrthquake shock, the sea retired, 
and th(;n r(;turiu;d In a series of three 
wave;! HO f.;ct high, the rellex action of 
which swept everything toward tho sen. 

"After an earthquako on the coast of 
J'cru and Chile Hi 1888, due to a sub- 
tiinrlnc dlHturlmnco, large waves wore 
gciieriited which imiiidated the country 
for several miles Inland, destroying sov- 
(Tiil towns and causing the death of 
25,(100 people. At Arica, the U. S. S. 
Waleroo was carried to a position a 
quarter of a mile Inland b,v a wdvo of 
inundation attending the great carth- 
(pialte nt Iqulque in 1S77. In connection 
with thin latter disturbance, the water 
■was withdrawn frcnii the shore to tlie 
extent of about 70 yards, and the waves 
which afterwards deva.s'tated the coast 
are staled 10 have bei;n from 20 to SO 
feet high. 'J'he effects were observn.'.de 
over ftlmoBt the whole of the Paclflo 



Ocean; In tho Samoan Islands the sen. 
roao from to 8 foot; In* New' Zealand 
and Australia tho oscillation ranged. In 
amplitude from 3 to' 20 feet; and In 
Japan, from .5 to 10 feet. ' ' 

"On .Tune 15, 1896;- a-, world-shaking 
subniarlnevcarthqudka occurred In Tus- 
caroru Deep, the trough-like abyss In 
the bed of the ocean Just eastward of 
Japan. After the characteristic with- 
drawal of the water, the coast was in- 
undated over a length of 300 miles bv 
waves said to reach to. the? height of 
r>0 feet. A two-masted sonooher ' was 
washed 500 yards Inland. This' destruc- 
tion of Ufo and property was very 
great. The disturbance was not felt 
by boats some dlstanco out at sea, and 
fisherman knew nothing of the disaster 
tliat had occurred until their return to 
Lho coast.' 

"The lesson ta be Impressed upon 
mariners In the liglit of these experi- 
ences Is that the chances of safety to 
slilpiilng are much Incrciused by pro- 
ceeding to sea, if practicable, Iniinedl- 
ately after the occurrence of on earth- 
quako; and this Is especially to bo on- 
joined It the water of the har'aor is 
found to bo draining ' away after tho 
Hhocka of oartliquake have been felt. 
In the open ocean seismic waves aro 
not generally dangerous to vessels, 
because their very great length' arid 
moderate height gives them a gentlo 
slopo and their period is very much 
longer than that of ordinary sea wave/J. 

"By a study of the charts of deep- 
sea soundings throughout the world ft 
can be told quite closely what the ex- 
pected state of seismic activity of any 
given region should be, for wliercver 
there are very deep oceanic troughs sit- 
uated adjacent to mountainous ridges, 
culminating either above or below the 
surface of the ocean,' dlsturbance.-j of 
the crust of the earth' arc likely to be 
prevalent. In these regions the forces 
of nature art;. In fact, generally , cn- 
Kaged In building up th<; ridges by 
forcing under them material pushed 
from beneath the undermined floor of 
tho adjacent deepening trough. 

"Although the Mediterranean sen, tlio 
Azores, the West Indies, and the west 
coast of .South America are districts of 
sidsmlc activity, it Is generally recog- 
nized by investigators that tho most ac- 
tive regions of seismic disturbances aro 
along the Aleutian, ICurllo, and Jnpaneso 
Islands, and In tho East Indies. Major 
rnitton, U.S. Army. In his book en- 
tilled "Eiirlhquiikes In the Light of tho 
fv'ew Seismology," mentions the tremen- 
dous power of tho mighty earthquakes 
In the Aleutian region, and also calls 
attention to the prevalence of acismtc 
sea waves following the earthquakes. 
'Tlie profound depths of the ocean Just 
off the eastern part of the Aleutian 
chain Is one of the great breeding 
grounds of worlci-shakers. A r.ither 
small basin in tho ocean bottom. has here 
a depth of nearly four thousand fath- 
oms, and tho descent to it Is by a long 
and strong gradient.' 

"In the Bakerlan lecture to the Royal 
.Society. 190G, Professor Mllne treats of 
great earthquakes, and says that 'lho 
most active district is at present Hint 
of the Bast Indies." 

"After great earthquakes In the Al- 
eutian region, new Islands ore frequent- 
ly raised from the sea and several new 
volcanoes have broken out witliln his- 
torical times. .Seismic sen waves of tho 
first class frequently follow, the water 
tlrst withdrawing from Jhe' rsngo ol^ 
isl.'ind.s toward the trough to the south, 
and then returning later as a great 
wave. This shows that the sea bot- 
tom lo the south slniis after the earth- 
quakes ^Dy which tho region is visited. 
As tho islands and, in fact, tho whole 
mass of submarine . mountains are lift- 
ed up by the disturbance and tho sea 
bottom afterwards sinks. It scemB that 
lava Is expelled from beneath tho trough 
and pushed under the odjncent range. 
'I'h" bed of the sea then gives down to 
nil up the partial cavity from wJiich 
tho molten rock has been expelled." . •

qulros it. It would lie well, indeed, that 
tlio owners of propi'rt.v in land or iiionov. 
from thi> largest to the sninllest. shouid 
I'ocognlzp that tlioir title to the onjoy- 
nieiit of It must rest on Ibe .mUmO foun- 
dation, and that the mode and incnsuro 
of the enjoyment of tbo com 
of tlie state, if it inluros tlio 
no more dofondod and will no more 
be endured by a froc people than any 
otlior public miscliiof or niil.sanco."

BREAKS TRADITIONS 



Son of Don Carlos, of Spain, 
Declares Carlist Cause 
Strong 



.Monte Cavlo, Jnn. 21. — In view of 
"the report of iiii accord between the 
Spanish Court and Don Carlos, and 
the hitter's resignation of his claim to 
the throne, Don Jiiimo, tljo -son of 
Don Carlos, who is now hero, was 
Interrogated on the subject. Don 
Jaime was disinclined to the Inter- 
view, on the ground that, as an officer 
of the Russian army, ho had no risht 
to concern himself with politics, but 
ho finally yielded. 

"You can formally, deny the report 
of sucli an accord," lie declared. "My 
father will never consent to waive his 
rights and desert all tho.sc • faithful 
subjects who give him tlieir confidence 
and base their hopes upon him." 

"But how did tlie rept)rt oriBlnale?" 
was aslied. "Have no overtures been 
made to Don Carlos or yourself'.'" 

"Y'es," replied Don . Jaime, "It Is 
true that overtures have been made 
very indirectly to Induce my father 
and mo to accept tlie o.xisting situa- 
tion. Compensation was suggested, 
and tliey even went so far as to offer 
us money; but my lather will never 
make any such bargain. I myself bow 
to the will of my father the more 
readily because I share the alt<'ctlon 
of his sujiporters, who grow more nu- 
merous dally. -It Is not only the old 
Curllsts who remala faithful, but the 
younger generations are also rallying 
to us." 

, "Is' not the present king beloved In 
Spain?" 

"Spain is saddened by seeing its 
traditions and Its asplriitlons Ignored" 
di'clared Don Jaime. "The King doc>a 
^ not know his people, whom ho only 
sees from his automobile travelling at 
(JO kllomi.'tres an hour. It Is true that 
I admire the sporting proclivities (in- 
spired l)y England) of Alfonso XIII., 
but our country ha.'^ other needs, and 
ought to inspire other cares. There 
are rlcl)es In Spain, the exploitation 
of which ought to estal)lish prosperity 
everywliere, and yet the Government 
docs nothing to encourage tliis. By 
Its centralizing spirit it counteracts 
all inUiati\-o in this direction. Jt Ig- 
iioi^.s the applrntions and the needs of 
the Jirovinces, each of which ouhIu to 
be responsible for its own administra- 
tion, for the necessities of one are not 
those of another. So you see our jiol- 
Itlcnl views are not at all In accord 
with those of the present Government." 

"Do you thlidt that some day you 
will recover the throne?" was the 
next question. 

Don Jaime reflected a moment, .ind 
then answered: "In contemplating 
such a contingency, one must antici- 
pate such a pouring out of blood that 
my lieart contracts in thinking of it. 
It would be necessary to have not only 
the certainty of success, but above all 
the certainty of achieving our object 
without a fratricidal struggle. Our 
party is a party of hope. If a revol- 
ution should break out in Spain and 
(^arllsm rally nil the forces, of the 
country our faithful friends would find 
us ready to do our duty," 
. "You have never seen the King of 
Spain?" 

"Yes, once. We were In automo- 
biles near Biarritz, and botli had to 
stop at a level crossing. We ex- 
changed salutations. I repeat that Al- 
fonso XIII. Is per.sonally congenial to 
me, but I regret that he does not 
bring more zeal to Ijear upon his mis- 
sion. He is too detached from the 
vital interests of the country, .'incl does 
not work enough for the good of the 
people." 

"What do you think of his alliance 
with the British Royal Family?" 

"I regret that, as do all Spaniards. 
Not that I wish to say anything 
against the Queen. She is a woman, 
and has the rlsht to my respect, but 
by her haughty attitude she has of- 
fended the sentiment of my compat- 
riots, atid has . alienated the throne 
from the people." .

Purib, Jan. 31,— Tho Dijon Court of 
Apjieal has just given decision in ^ 
case which has created extraordinary 
interest In the district. A teacher of 
the local communal school, named 
Morlzot, was proceeded against by Jl. 
Girodet, 'father of ono of his pupils, 
for having In a'mixei class of children 
given utterance to anti-rellglops, antl- 
patrlotlc, and grossly Immoral teach- 
ing. 

The defendant. In addressing his 
pupils is said to have described the 
I'rencii army as a (land of ruffians, to 
have contended that the Germans were 
right In killing ott during the war of 
1S70 French Infants in their cradles, 
and to have characterized those who 
believed in God as being little better 
than fools, adding that tho only truo 
God was a well-lilled pur'se. Mbrlzot's 
doctrine on the moral question Is un- 
fit for publication. 

The injured father first thought to 
have this amazing teacher of tho 
young punished by administrative 
ehief.s, but the authorities of Public 
Instruction turned a deaf ear to his 
demand for redress, and he tliercupon 
decided to take legal proceeding. M. 
Girodet accordingly entered an action, 
claiming $400 by way of moral and 
Intellectual damages for the wrong 
done to his son, a lad of tender years, 
by this jieniiclous teaelilng. 

The tribunal whlcli heard tho case 
showed itself unsympathetic. In an 
'lociuent .speech the Avocat. replying 
to tha :Mli)l.Hter of Justice warned the 
t;ourt- of tho danger which might re- 
sult if whut lie termed "reactionary 
l)arents" wore allowed to interfere 
with the teaching given in French 
schools. The Court decidcnl that it 
was Incompetent to hear the .-iction, 
and tliat the defeiulunl's utterances 
were, after all, nuM-ely a -matter of 
opinion, and that the crise waa one for 
the educational autliorltles themselves 
to Settle. The Piefeet of the Depart- 
ment also intervened and took these 
views. 

An' appeal was lodged, and again the 
father was beaten, but at last, in d(>s- 
poratlon, he took hla case before the 
Tribunal des Conflicts. This body, af- 
ter ordering an inquiry with a view 
to ascertaining ir--the charges were 
well founded, sent ■ the case back to 
the; Co^irt of Apifeal with orders to 
adjudicate upon it.; Hero tho whole 
case was hejjrd :fr6m the beginning. 

Tho Court"found the charges proved 
but reduced the damages to $40 and 
costs. The President refused to order 
tlie Inaertlon of tho judgment In the 
newspapers, on the ground that it 
would l)e" giving tho olTencb a penal 
aspect which it did not deserve.

Prices Fail to Benefit By Con- 
tinued Eas§ of Money

New York, Jan. 21. — The movement 
of prices ol' stocks today offered little 
interest, thu striking feature of the 
market belilg its dullness. It is not 
entirely clear what Is wanting, but tlie 
waiting attitude is manifest.

However 
steadily your pulse may be healing, 
a sudden noise in the street, the ring- 
ing of a teloprone bell, or ;i piece of 
oxclting ncw.s will have an Instant 
effect on tho heart, and the rnaelilno 
will faithfully record the result In tlie 
altered character of tho lines it traces 
on the paper. For example, the rlng- 
Inft.fof a telephone bell was found to 
have sent up tho pulse from a normal 
beat of 80, to 130 pulsations i)or min- 
ute.

Ottawa, Jan. 21. — The formal open- 
ing of tho first .session o£ the oloventh 
parliament of Canada took place at 
throe this afternoon with tho usual 
brilliant ceremonies. Tho speech from 
the throne was as follows: 

Honorable Gentlemen of tho House 
of Commons, — In welcoming you to 
the performance of your duties nt the 
first session of the new parliament, I 
desire to acknowledge with devout 
thankfulness tho abundant harvest 
with which divine providence has 
blessed us. 

Honored by the gracious presence of 
His Royal Highness tho Prince of 
Wales, as representing His Majesty at 
the celebration of the Quebec Tercen- 
tenary, marked an' epoob ip the his- 
tory of the Dominion. The generous 
support given to this national cele- 
bration by tho federal parliament and 
provincial legislatures' and by the 
people of Canada, of the other domin- 
ions and of tho United Kingdom, em- 
phasized tho community of sympathy 
which binds the various parts Of tho 
British Kmplre to each other and to 
the throne. The jjre.'ienco of ropre- 
sentativos from the United Kingdom, 
Australia, New Zealand. South Africa 
and Newfoundland nnd from tho 
Great and friendly republics of Franco 
and the United .States, with the ships 
of wnr of the three nations, served 
not only to add lustre to tho occa- 
sion but to pro\-ldo an assurance of 
Increa.slng amity and peace. 

I have much pleasure In announcing 
that a treaty relating to tho groat 
lakes and other international water- 
ways h.is been agreed upon betweqn 
His Majesty and the govornmont of 
tho United States of America, and Is 
now awaiting ralillcntion. Both coun- 
tries are to be congratulated on hav- 
ing arrived at an amicable settlement, 
which I trust will remove during the 
lifetime of tho treaty many questions 
In the field of controversy. Thi? 
treaty and papers relating thereto will 
be laid before you In due course. 

A little more than a year ago tho 
whole civilized world entbred- into a 
period of commercial, industrial and 
financial " 'depression -which may not 
yet have completely spent its force. 
Signs there are, however, that it Is 
gradually passing aWajr Whilst " It te 
hardly disputable that owing to the 
abundant and elasticity of her re- 
sources, Canada has suffered leas than 
other nations, this depression has 
seriously affected our trade, producing 
an appreciable shrinkage In the publlo 
revenue and calling for cxcoptlon.al 
caution in the administration of the 
national affairs. 

Tho rapid settlement of tho now jiro- 
vlnccs calls for now lines of transpor- 
tation. The construclion of the 
transcontinental f railway has been 
vigorously pressed forward during tho 
last year. The line was open for tho 
carr.\-Ing of the cropit- from Winnipeg 
to tho Battle river, ,;i dlstnnco of 675 
miles. 

l'l.\p!oratory surveys for a railway 
from the western wheat Holds to Hud- 
son's Bay arc- being pushed forward. 
Parties have been at work since Au- 
gust last. Upon their report it will be 
possible to reach a decision as to both^ 
the route to be foll6\ved arid tho np-' 
proximate cost. The provision of the 
Dominion Land Act of last session for 
the sale of pre-emptions and purchas- 
ed homesteads has created a new 
source of revenue that will be sutllc- 
lent to bear the cost o£ the rnllwiiy to 
Hudson'.s Bay without burdening the 
ordinary revenue. From September 
first, when the .act eamo into force, 
until Janu.iry first, sales of pre-emp- 
tions nnd purchased homesteads have 
amounted to over two million acres, 
all subject to homestead settlement 
conditions. 

Tho total volume' of Immigration has 
not reached tho high figure of previous 
years, but tho number of those seeking 
homes on our unoccupied lands has 
been fully maintained during the last 
season, and owing to the ever closer 
supervision of the Immigration branch 
of the publlo. service, tho character of 
these new inhabitants of Canada 
seems to b6 6f the bighbst 'and prom- 
ises no small addition to the wealth 
ot the country. 

Tho government of the United King- 
dom having expressed Its willingness 
to include a representative . of Canada 
among the delegates to the confer- 
ence held at Shanghai to Investigate 
tho opium trade, my government has 
been pleased to welcome an offer so 
slgnincant of Canada's growing Impor- 
tance, and on Its recommendation the 
government of the United Kingdom 
has accordingly appointed 'a ' member 
of the Dominion parliament to be a 
member ot the commission. 

Representatives of Cnnad.a partici- 
pated lately In the permanent estab- 
lishment and organization of the In- 
ternational institution ot agriculture, 
with Its headfiuartors at Rome, ;in 
event of interest to our colony, in 
whose economic system agriculture 
plays so groat a part. It la gratifying 
to note that among tlie forty-eight 
states adhering ti> the In.slitutfj" rocog- 
nllon of Canada's agricultural Import- 
ance was shown by the election of our 
rcpresentatlve.-i n. some of the highest 
ofilces of thi Institute. 

The appalling calamity v.'hlch has 
befallen Sicily and .Southern Italy nnd 
caused a total de^tructlon of life and 
I)roperty absolutely uniireeedentnd and 
unequalled In the long .':-crles of hls- 
to-'c disasters, has Induced my gov- 
ernment to offer assistance for tho <.m- 
mcdlate relief of the hundreds of thou- 
s,-inds of Bufl'crers who were help'ess 
against famine and all Its consequent 
horrors. I (•"ulldeiitly hope thar you 
will approve Its action ' 

In pursuaiKO of an announcsmo;;! 
made during tho concluding session of 
the last parliamtnt, a commission was 
appointed to examine the varlou:3 lines 
01 railway a iinc.r.tcd with the int-^r- 
colonlal railway and which might bo- 
come valunblo feeders thereto. The 
rejiort of this commissi, ,0 ha.s been re- 
ceived, and will bo placed before s)u 

The commissioner appointed for In- 
vestigation ■)[ the conduct of ollicers 
In tho department of Marino and Fish- 
eries has concluded hlu labors, but has 
not reported. His report, however, is 
expected at an early date, and when 
received, will bo placed In your hands. 

A measure will bo submitted to you, 
based upon similar legislation enacted 
In 190G by the parliament of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, 'almlngVat^represslon of 
the payment of; secret ,'oommlssloiiB 
and gratuities In'iboth publto'.a,nd pri-. 
vate ibuslneas. ' .ITou'jWlU^i^je.' dslted to 
consider. ,rneiasures , relative to .' Insur- 
ance, the clvH ^service,. ^Immigration, 
naturalization and other"8ubJects.

Will Not Preaoh. Sermons Because of 
An Offensive Auditor 



London, Jan. 21. — No little astonish- 
ment has been caused at South Bank, 
In Cleveland by tho announcement o£ 
the vicar of tho parish church on 
Sunday last that ho refused to preach 
t7ie sermon, owing to tho presence of 
a certain parishioner in a pew near 
the pulpit. "This person." stated the 
vicar, "has considerably annoyed mo 
for nearly two years by making grim- 
aces and various noises, and as there 
Is a limit to forbearance, I may state 
that as long as he attends church 1 
shall absolutely refuse to preach the 
sermon." 

One cause of the trouble was that 
almost as soon as the vicar had be- 
gun to preach the aforesaid parishion- 
er would fall asleep and snore uncon- 
scionably. Then' he would suddenly 
awake with a start and make the most 
hideous faces imaginable. There has 
been no sermon In tho church since 
the vicar's announcement.

Movements of Army Against 
Servia Have Been Kept 
Secret 



Vienna, Jan. 21.— Austria has con- 
centrated a great army In Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. Kverything has been 
done to keep all movements of troops 
secret. The troops have been marched 
through the larger towns at night, and 
newspapers which have had tho tem- 
erity to refer to them have been con- 
fiscated wholesale. But where a profes- 
sional, army might be moved with con- 
siderable secrecy, it Is not possible so 
to handle a citizen army. 'I'he situa- 
tion- is at present as follows: 

Savajevo, the capital of Bo.'snln, is 
the headquarters of the llith Army 
Corp.s, wtio.'je normal peace strength, 
formed of two divisions each of four 
regiments of Infantry, Is about 15,000, 
counting the cavalry and artillery. 

By a recent decree of the Emperor 
tile War Minister was empowered to 
raise the strength of a regiment from 
tile normal peace strength of 1500 to 
2,500 by retaining the 'youngest class 
of reservists and supplementary re- 
servists under the colors, th.at is, those 
men who had already coinpletetl thelr 
terin of service. 

Further, the Government has ad- 
mitted that "several" battalions from 
other army corps have been sent as 
reinforcements to Do.snia, and ".sev- 
eral" means so far llljteen battalions 
of 700 men each. These have been 
formed Into a third Infantry division 
of about 10,000 men. Several batter- 
ies of the new qulck-llring guns have 
also been sent from the Vienna ar- 
senal. 

The present strength of the 15th 
Army Corps is about sixty battalions 
ot Infantry, four to a regiment, and, 
say, 13,000 artillery, cavalry, etc., or 
a total of 55,000 men. 

Besides these, a number of small 
flying columns — "strafunis," as they 
arc locally called— -have been formed to 
deal with the bands th,e enemy may 
be expected to send across the fron- 
tier; and '2,090 men have been set 
apart for this work. 

The power to retain reservists under 
colors given by the Emperor's decree 
le not limited, as was implied at the 
time, to the army corps in Bosnia, 
but the War Minister can, if he llkos, 
exercise It with regard to all the other 
fourteen army corps In Austria-Hun- 
gary, nnd increase tho total number 
of men under arms by 103,000, that is, 
a third of the iieaco strength — as most 
of the men serve three years. 

Four of the army corps which would 
bo the Ili-st to be used In case of 
hostilities— the 13th (Agram), tho 12th 
(Transylvania), tho 7th and tho Gth 
(Kaschau), have been raised from the 
normal peace footing to 25,000 men 
or morj;. 

There Is thus a force of 157,000 men 
ready "to march against Servia at a 
moment's notice, and this Is consid- 
ered sufficient for the llrst line. 

So far no reserves have been called 
from their pence occupation, ns tills 
could not possibly be kept aecret. and 
would in-ccliiltate hostilities. The full 
mnblllzallon ot the Austrian Army 
would mean that ten years of reserv- 
ists. Including the Landvehr and Hon- 
veds, would be called out, which would 
produce about two and a half million 
men. 

An Austrian general states that the 
Austro-Hungarinn army is now, or will 
bo .In p.. month, at the very acme of 
eHIcleney, nnd that It would bo best 
for Austria to have a European war at 
once If It must come. 

Fully 400 new machine guns will 
have been distributed among tho var- 
ious army corps by the- end of tlils 
month, 

Tho artillery already possesses the 
now bronze quick-firers, which .ire 
considered among tho best existing, 
nnd the infantryman hat! a remark- 
ably good weapon In the Mannllclier 
rifle, also ot new design. 

It may bo mentioned that disatfoo- 
tlon among any of the Austrian na- 
tlonnlltles cr.n hardly lead to danger 
as far as the army Is concerned, as 
care is taken that tho oftlcera of the 
diffcrort regiments shall not belong to 
the same race as tlio rank and lllo. 

The Austrian troops on tho fron- 
tier arc suffering greatly from the 
cold, which has sot in with unusual 
severity. The plains are covered with 
snow, every road and track Is hid- 
den, and tho carts conveying comforts 
to the troops can only llnd their way 
by the help of cairns erected In the 
summer, but of which only tho sum- 
mits are now visible through tho 
drifts. The winds are keen and tho 
frosts are bo sharp that the men's 
feet and hands are often frozen. Rock- 
ets and smdce,^ signals are tho only 
means of communication between the 
different posts; " ' : ' ; 

The. Servlan Government has dis- 
tributed. aniong> Its frontier population 
100,000 rracB, Murders and robberies 



arc ot frequent occurrence, nnd Solen- 
loo, on tho Bosnian frontier, is de- 
clared to be the headquarters of a 
robber chief who is the author of 
twenty-eight robberies v/lth violence 
and is further accused ot carrying oft 
sixty-five young girls for sale to tlio 
owners of Turkish harems. It Is re- 
ported that Austria, if there la a rep- 
etition of frontier Incidents, will bo 
forced to insist on the dluannlng of 
the frontier population. 

In Montenegro ' the people are arm- 
ing and the Prince is truculent. The 
same spirit ".animates .Herzegovina, 
where threatened destitution has' add- 
ed to popular discontent and nien feel 
they have nothing to lose but their 
lives.
